Dolls, we learn as children, are 
imitations of life. They require 
direction, creativity, and move- 
ment from those who love and 
possess them. Without it, they are 
only lifeless objects, uninspired and 
dependent on the temperamental 
changes of their dominator. 

Most of us endure the maturation 
process with a favorite plaything; 
mine was a statuesque blonde Mattel 
creation, whose wardrobe was only 
matched by her many friends. 

Barbi Benton adopted the name of 
the popular doll sans the "e"; but the 
mention of her name connotes a dif- 
ferent image. You hear the name, 
Barbi Benton and immediately the 
association is Hugh Hefner, Playboy 
bunnies, and nude layouts. 

Eventually, we all must put aside our 
childhood games and explore the adult 
world beyond the playground. We must 
also learn to overcome the obstacles of 
our past, to exceed the limits placed on

To Barbi Benton, her greatest per- 
sonal and professional challenge is to 
see her public image expand beyond 
her previous role as a playmate to 
that of a respected singer/actress. 

It has been five years since Barbi 
left the Playboy mansion to pursue 
her own career, but the years haven't 
made a wide distinction between her 
past and her present career potential. 
Mow, Barbi is working on changing 
this association. In fact, it could be 
said "working at it" are her watch- 
words. During our conversation over 
lunch in her beautiful Pasadena man- 
sion, Barbi stated that she was work- 
ing at changing a great many things 
in her life. "I'm working at looking 
better"; "I'm working at becoming a 
good actress"; "I'm working at being 
on time"; "I'm working at being a 
nicer person and returning telephone 



calls faster"; "I'm working at being 
more organized"; and the list goes on. 

Barbi is working hard. She 
estimates she spends 15 hours a week 
exercising to perfect her body, 25 
hours a week attending acting, sing- 
ing and dancing lessons, and 10 
hours studying what she has learned 
in those lessons. "Here's a lady who 
puts in 40 hours a week doing a job 
that isn't even her job," her husband 
George Qradow is proud to point out. 

Barbi has an upcoming guest starr- 
ing role in the ABC show. When the 
Whistle Blows, which requires a lot of 
time for wardrobe fittings, recording 
the music she sings on the show, and 
learning the lines. The actress is on 
the set from 6 am to 6 pm, then she 
attends her acting classes from 7 pm 
to midnight. An 18 hour day is a long 
haul but Barbi and husband George 
believe it is necessary in order to suc- 
ceed in her chosen profession.

DISCUSSING THE GROWING 
PAINS OF LIFE AFTER HEF

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Barbi Benton continued 
since he is a self-made millionaire. 
"Nothing comes easy in this business. 
If you want to make it, you've got to 
put in the time," says George. 

Since she married her husband last 
October, Barbi has reordered her 
priorities and raised her standards to 
match her husband's. A major change 
has been in her appearance. "One 
thing I will say for George," Barbi 
asserted, "is I believe physically, I 
look better since I've met him. I've 
lost a lot of fat and that's through 
weight lifting." Everyday, Barbi and 
George spend an hour working out at 
a neighboring gym (they are in the 
process of building one in their 
house). To mark their individual pro- 



gress, they "caliper" their weight, 
which is to pinch their skin in four 
different places to determine the pro- 
portion of fat in comparison to total 
body mass. After almost a year of 
diligent exercising, Barbi has 
decreased her body fat to an 
incredibly low 21 percent. "Twenty 
percent is considered the perfect 
amount for her age and her size," 
remarks George. The couple is not 
satisfied with that percentage, 
however, since they say they are striv- 
ing for perfection. "In relation to our 
age and considering our background, 
both Jewish and growing up in a 
family of big eaters, my wife is trying 
to be physically perfect. My wife 
appreciates that as long as she is in 
this profession, what is demanded by 
the public is that she be what they 
would want to be and that's perfect," 
continues George. Barbi enjoys tne 
accolades of looking good but also 
realizes she has to compete with the 
Bo Dereks and "a lot of girls my age 
and 10 years younger for the same 
role. " At 30, Barbi has to work very 
hard to continue to fit into her Bob 
Mackie wardrobe. 

With such furious discussions of 
percentage of fat on the body, pro- 
grammed exercise schedules, and 




anatomical name dropping, one might 
get the impression that George and 
Barbi view her body as a tool, or 
perhaps an investment being refined to 
reap rewards in the future. But it seems 
that is more George's business strategy 
rather than Barbi's. Generally, Barbi 
describes herself as "cute, with brown 
hair and a lot of teeth. " Her assessment 
is modest. Barbi Benton is a beautiful 
woman.

special programs. "I've been told I've 
done more Loue Boats and Fantasy 
Islands than anyone else, " says Barbi. 
She is preparing a song and dance 
number for an upcoming appearance 
on The Big Show and a new television 
series, called Monte Carlo. 

In the past, she traveled a lot to 
county fairs to attract more of her 
country western following, but six 
years of living out of a suitcase has 
left her apprehensive. Loneliness was 
a hardship for Barbi. To prevent it 
from happening again the couple has 
decided that if Barbi ever decided to 
go back on the road, George would 
spend some of the time with her. 
"Knowing that he would come would 
at least be enough to have me stay 



out there and earn some money and 
bring it home." 

Home, as noted on a sign at the 
gate and on their Mercedes Benz 
limousine's personalized license plate, 
is "Pegfair ". Built in the 1930s to rival 
nearby 'Pickfair ", the mansion has 28 
rooms and is situated on six acres. "I 
used to be the ugliest kid on the 
block, now I'm the only kid, " said 
George of the home he bought in 
1978. The interior of the mansion is 
imposing. Hardwood floors are 
covered with hand woven rugs and 
the antique furnishings are of 
museum quality. 

The estate is reminiscent of another 
mansion, one bought with Playboy 
dollars and which sheltered Barbi for 
nine years. Barbi was 19 years old, a 
drop out from GCLA where she was 
studying zoology, and just breaking 
into commercials and television when 
she met the illustrious Hugh Hefner. 
She appeared simultaneously on his 
show. Playboy After Dark and Laugh In. 
At first, she was hesitant to expand 
their relationship beyond 
employer/employee status since Hefner 
was 24 years her senior. In fact, that 
number has a special significance to 
Hefner. Barbi told him she had never 
dated anyone over 24 and he said he 




hadn't either. Also, in his recently 
released book, Thy Neighbor's Wife, 
author Gay Talese devotes a chapter to 
Hefner, stating he is 'an emotional 
adolescent incapable of dealing with 
women over 24 years of age." 

Barbi and Hugh s romance was 
infamous and resulted in her appearing 
on three Playboy covers and two "au 
naturel " layouts. "They were similar to 
what Bo Derek did. They gave it a very 
special quality. And now, rising star 
Barbi Benton.' It was very important for 
me to do that," admits Barbi. She was 
starring in a German film, Holu Did A 
Nice Girt Like You Get Into This 
Business. The producers thought a 
nude layout would add to the gross box 
office receipts. "A year and a half later.

I did another layout. But I don't think 
most people think of me in terms of 
the layout as much as they do in terms 
of my relationship with the publisher." 

The public, which ranges from 
apathetic people to adamant fans, con- 
tinues to link her name with the 
Playboy empire, an association Barbi 
finds amusing. "If a 14 year old kid 
comes up to me and says 'hey, I saw 
your pictures in Playboy," I laugh 
because when I did Playboy that kid 
was two years old," says Barbi who 
wonders if the boy actually saw the 
pictures or had just heard about them. 
The result is a public image Barbi com- 
pares to Raquel Welch's. She says she 
enjoys that image, "but it's not 
really me." 

Barbi's relationship with Playboy 
ended amicably. Barbi and Hefner are 
still friends and her brother, Richard, 
works for the magazine as a con- 
tributing photographer. Barbi says 
she has no regrets regarding the 
Playboy experience and is quick to 
state that she attributes a lot of her 
present success to the exposure she 
received in Playboy. She also would 
agree to do another cover and pKJssibly 
another layout that would titllate but 
not reveal everything. "The vain side of 
me wants to show it all because I've 
worked so hard to put it all together. 
But I think at this stage in my career, it 
would just put me back in the bag of 
centerfold, model." That would be a 
step back for a person who has her 
sights set on dramatic acting roles and 
a headlining act in Vegas. 

The city of all night gambling and 
"sleeping pills" has been a goal for 
Barbi since her early singing career. 
She will admit her voice was not ready 
for Las Vegas when she first played 
there years ago. It was only her second 
professional singing engagement, but 
the Hacienda booked the act, betting 
on a big draw because of her relation- 
ship with Hefner. "They didn't really 
know what I could do then, so it had to 
be because peop\e were curious about 
Hugh Hefner's girlfriend. What does she 
look like up close? That's what brings 
them in." 

It is ironic that the association with 
Hefner helped her draw audiences since 
he never encouraged her to sing. Barbi 
recalls that "After three months of sing- 
ing, Hef heard me practicing once. He 
tried to convince me to quit singing 
lessons because there was no chance of 
being good at it. Of course, I cried a lot 
when he said that, but it was my money 
that I was investing in lessons so I con- 
tinued partly out of spite and partly 
because I really wanted to do it. It was 
the one thing I wanted to do that he 
didn't think I could do. " Because her 
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voice was small, her teachers originally 
said it would take three years for her to 
learn how to sing. They were wrong. It 
took five years and a commitment to 
continue taking lessons for the duration 
of her career. 

Barbi believes her greatest personal 
accomplishment was that she has 
learned to sing even though "the odds 
were against me". Years of lessons have 
strengthened her naturally small voice. 
Mow she possesses a five octave range 
and can sing with a vibrato. "I will 
never be Barbra Streisand, but I have 
done an awful lot more than what I was 
sent out to be. I'm not stopping at 
anything less than perfect." 

That attitude applies to all aspects of 
Barbi's personal and professional life. "! 
have this problem where I'm never 
satisfied with what I do. I always wish I 
could do it again. I guess I'm insecure 
about that." 

Improving her acting ability is a 
major concern. In the past, Barbi audi- 
tioned for television roles in order to 
promote her singing concerts. Since 
she thought acting would be as easy as 
appearing in a commercial, she did not 
study the craft prior to auditioning for 
parts. "I really made a fool of myself", 
she said, establishing herself as a bad 
actress, a reputation that has lasted 
with some producers. "They told my 
agent they didn't even want to see me 
on casting day," recalled Barbi. "My 
agent literally had to break down doors 
to get me in to audition for When the 
Whistle Blows' Ignoring the prejudices 
of her judges, Barbi displayed her 
improved ability and landed the role. 
Since it is a dramatic part, Barbi 
believes it will open the way for roles 
other than the comedy ones she has 
done in the past {Hee Haw for six years 
and a quickly dropped series, Sugar 
Time). "You don't get the Jane Fonda 
roles by doing just comedies," asserts 
the aspiring actress. "One day I hope to 
get a role that will prove I'm capable of 
being a good actress. Before I get the 
role, I want to make sure I'm a good 
actress." Years of embarrassment and 
closed doors has taught Barbi that she 
shouldn't attempt something she is not 
qualified to do. The private acting 
lessons, the studies, and the experience 
should assure her a proficiency in 
the craft. 

"At least my hair isn't turning gray 
because I'm living a very nice life. Even 
though I'm working from six in the 
morning to midnight at least my life is 
stable and I don't have pressures," says 
Barbi. "On a scale of one to 10, my life 
is a 10. I'm the happiest girl I know and 
I'm the luckiest girl I know." 

One might even say, she has a Bar- 
bie doll existence. ■

Cushioned 
lounge chairs for two surround the 
three outdoor pools, double-headed 
showers and adjustable lights are evi- 
dent in the poolside cabanas, and soft 
music performed by a three person 
classical band lure couples into quiet 
walks around the treelined estate. Some 
of the wildlife you encounter are an 
abundance of white bunnies (the four 
legged kind) romping on the grass, and 
ducks and koi fish share the stream 
which runs through the backyard. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
feature of the Playboy mansion is a 
striking object, placed in prominence in 
a small office adjoining the music 
room. Resting on the baywindow is a 
lifesize bust of a woman who has 
obviously left her mark on the man and 
the mansion of Playboy Enterprises.

As California continues to recover 
from a winter of torrential rains 
and mudslides, a new season 
approaches rapidly. 

Yachts from Newport begin to scurry 
about the harbor, the swallows return 
to Capistrano, Disneyland is 
celebrating its 25th anniversary, a 
baseball team is in full swing in 
Anaheim, and kids are beginning to 
jam the beaches from every direction. 
Yes, summer has finally arrived. 
Just as gas prices will rise, smog 
alerts will increase, and presidential 
candidates will continue to inundate us 
with propaganda. Orange County will 
be transformed into the summertime 
mecca of the nation. 

An important part of the traditional 
California lifestyle is to make the most 
of your playtime whether it be as a 
sunbathing spectator or as a 
playground participant. One of the 
most popular ways to spend a sun- 
filled day is to take an old-fashioned 
picnic with friends or relatives. 

At least once this summer you will 
have the opportunity or perhaps even a 



sudden urge to pack a lunch and head 
for one of Orange County's many park 
areas; so let's begin the tour. 

In the heart of Orange County lies 
the city of Anaheim, the seventh 
largest populated city in the United 
States, long-time residence of Mickey 
Mouse, the California Angels and one 
of the most extensive park facilities in 
California, if not the nation. 

Pearson Park, on the corner of Har- 
bor and Sycamore, is one of the oldest 
parks in Orange County. Its lush, green 
garden provides a postcard setting for 
family picnickers. Featured inside the 
19 acres is an outdoor Greek theater 
and cactus display. 

Across from the Anaheim Municipal 
Golf Course lies Brookhurst Park. 
Located at Brookhurst and Crescent, 
this 21 -acre park has a nature trail, ball 
fields and a children's playground call- 
ed "Moonscape" which encompasses 
nearly a quarter acre. 

Just to the west of Disneyland is 
Modjeska Park. Located on Nutwood 
and Woodworth, this park offers 23 
acres of rolling hills, ball fields and a

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Guide to Picnic Spots continued 
unique fort playground for children. La 
Palma Park on La Palma and Harbor is 
a 21 -acre facility with picnicking areas 
and a football stadium which holds 
many sporting events and festivals. 

Boysen Park, at State College and 
Vermont, has 21 acres of picnicking 
fun complete with barbecues, tennis 
courts, and children's playgrounds. 

To the east is Anaheim Hills and the 
58-acre Oak Canyon Mature Center. 
Situated on Walnut Canyon Road near 
the golf and country club, this park pro- 
vides a look into the surrounding 
nature and at the wildlife that feeds 
from that nature. 

Another great picnicking spot is at 
Anaheim Lake, a private county facility 
located at 3451 E. Marilona. Open 
from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m., the park is 
spread over 92 acres with picnic and 
play areas and boat rentals. For further 
information call 824-7100. 

Anaheim's neighbor to the south. 
Garden Grove, offers some of the best 
and most diverse parks in the county. 
Most of the parks in Garden Grove are 
"active", a term used to describe the 
area as mostly recreational rather than 
"passive", implying only picnic 
facilities, which comprise tables, barbe- 
cues, restrooms, and shelters. 

Garden Grove Park is the largest at

40 acres. Located at 9301 Westminster 
Avenue, the park includes picnic 
shelters, ball diamonds, running water, 
accommodations for birthday and com- 
pany parties, and a children's theme 
center called "Atlantis " in which only 
kids under 12 may enter. 

Magnolia Park, 11402 Magnolia 
Avenue, is a complete facility with pic- 
nic shelters, handball and tennis courts, 
ball fields, and a swimming pool. In 
west Garden Grove is Westgrove Park, 
5372 Cerulean, which has soccer fields, 
ball diamonds and picnic grounds. 

Twin Lakes Park on Lampson and 
Haster is a county and city facility 
which features an exercise course, 
three-quarter mile bike pcth, fishing, 
and picnic shelters. A few blocks over 



is Westhaven Park at 12252 West 
Street. At Westhaven is an underground 
reservoir, picnic areas, play equipment, 
and ball fields. 

In Santa Ana, Santiago Park remains 
the favorite among the people who visit 
there. Located at 2535 N. Main Street, 
this 14-acre facility, though not the 
largest park in the area, is the oldest 
with large trees and good picnic areas. 
On the east side of the park is a day 
camp for Boy Scouts and many other 
camping groups. 

Alona Park, 1817 W. 21st Street, 
offers group picnic areas and barbecue 
pits on its 10-acre property. Memorial 
Park at 2102 S. Flower, has picnic 
shelters, barbecue braziers and all pic- 
nic facilities throughout its 17 acres. 

The Santa Ana Zoo, formerly known 
as Prentice Park at 1700 E. 1st, is a 
19-acre area with shelters, picnic 
facilities, and fire pits to go along with 
all the sights inside the zoo. 

Opening this month is an 87 acre 
park named Centennial, located at 
3000 W. Edinger next to the Santa Ana 
River. Included is a 10 acre lake 
barbecue areas, and all picnic facilities. 

The city of Tustin has three major 
parks: Peppertree Park on 1st and C 
Street; Pinetree Park on Bryan and Red 
Hill; and Frontier Park, which has a

Guide to Picnic Spots continued 
frisbee golf course, on Mitchell and 
Gtt. All of these parks have complete 
picnic areas. 

Orange has 14 parks in the area, 
eight of which are labeleci active. Two 
of these active facilities are Eisenhower 
Park and Hart Park. Eisenhower, 
located on Lincoln and the Mewport 
Freeway, is a 22-acre park with a lake, 
stream, and all picnic facilities. 

Hart Park, situated between Glassel 
and the Garden Grove Freeway, is a 
32 acre area. The Santiago Creek 
runs through the center of the park. 
With a complete park and picnic area, 
it is one of the most popular places to 
visit in the area and has a capacity of 
500-700. 

Fullerton's park system is highlighted 
by 40-acre Hillcrest Park on Harbor and 
Brea. As an older, more hilly park. 



Its lush, green 
garden provides a 
postcard setting 
for family 
picnickers. 



Hillcrest provides an abundance of roll- 
ing hills and shady areas for picnicking 
and has been used many times for out- 
door wedding ceremonies. 

Woodcrest Park, on the corner of 
Orangethorpe and Richman, is con- 
nected with an elementary school and 
has barbecue braziers, a lighted ball 
diamond, and playground facilties. 

The other major park in Fullerton 
which also borders with Brea is Ted 
Craig Park, a county-owned facility 
located on State College Boulevard and 
Imperial Highway. As an active park, 
Craig has 10 ball fields, a lake, hand- 
ball and basketball courts, picnic 
shelters, and all playground equipment. 

In addition, Fullerton has dozens of 
community parks that range from a 
half-acre to five acres and are excellent 
for a family outing. 

Across the Orange (57) Freeway is 
Placentia, one of the fastest growing 
communities in Orange County. There 
are just three parks develof>ed so far in 
this area. 

Kraemer Memorial Park, 201 N. 
Bradford, is in the old part of town 
and has many large trees and good 
open picnic grounds. Vaquerous Park, 
1200 N. Carlsbad, is a passive park 
represented by rolling hills and a 
miniature park and large fort 
for children.

There is also Tri-Cities Park which 
is scheduled to open by June. The 
main entrance is located at Kraemer 
and Golden and will feature a large 
lake and complete picnic areas. 

In Yorba Linda, the major park is not 
even in the city limits. Yorba Linda 
Regional Park off LaPalma Avenue in 
Anaheim is mostly greenbelt as it runs 
along the Santa Ana River. The other 
park in the area is Richard M. Nixon 
Regional Park on Lake View Avenue. 
This is not a city park either, but it has 
all picnic facilities and is next to the 
Yorba Linda Reservoir. 

Brea, as mentioned earlier, shares 
Craig Park as well as three other 
parks that offer all active facilities. 

Arovista Park off Imperial Highway 
has playground equipment and picnic 
areas while the Civic Center Park

nearby offers a nice picnic ground. 

Carbon Canyon Regional County 
Park on Valencia Avenue and Carbon 
Canyon Road has play equipment, a 
model airplane flying area, tennis 
courts, a lake for fishing, and an 
archery course. 

Portola Park, 350 S. Euclid in La 
Habra, is only one of eight parks in 
the United States to have a children's 
museum. There are four galleries in 
this "hands-on" musem where 
children can touch the artifacts they 
see. Located in this 15-acre area are 
14 tennis courts, warm-up areas, ball- 
machines, a pro shop, three ball 
diamonds and a playground that was 
once an old railroad depot. Also, 
there is an arboretum where every 
month a new exhibition is on hand. 

The most outstanding picnic area in 
La Habra is La Bonita Park on Whittier 
and Idaho Boulevards. Inside the 25 
acres of rolling hills are shuffleboard, 
horseshoes, picnic tables, barbecue 
braziers, and many ball fields. 

Five acre El Centro Park at 201 
Cypress Street, one block north of La 
Habra Boulevard, is complete for year- 
round picnicking and has a pavilion 
where the Annual Corn Festival is held 
for thousands of people. 

In Buena Park there are a variety of 
parks spread throughout the city.

George Bellis Park, Knott and 8th 
Street, has a playground, three picnic 
shelters, tennis counts, and baseball 
fields. William Peak Park, located on El 
Dorado Drive east of Knott Avenue, has 
a fitness trail, two picnic shelters, 
lighted tennis courts, and a municipal 
swim stadium. Boisserance Park on 
Dale north of La Palma Avenue has 
something for everyone: lighted tennis 
and handball courts, barbecue braziers, 
a playground, lighted basketball courts, 
volleyball, a meeting hall, and even a 
jogging trail. 

Of course, down the street from 
Boisserance, is Knotts Berry Farm and 
Independence Hall where many people 
bring their lunches and sit among the 
rides and atttractions. 

To the west of Buena Park is La 
Palma and unique La Palma Central

Park which is connected by a boardwalk 
to El Rancho Verde Parkay. 

Central Park, 7821 Walker, has seven 
acres of picnic tables, barbecues and 
children's playgrounds as does El 
Rancho Park which is slightly bigger 
at 20 acres. The park is located at 
7821 Moody. 

Cypress has few parks developed as 
does neighboring Los Alamitos. 

Oak Knoll Park, 5700 Orange 
Avenue, is the major recreational and 
picnicking facility in Cypress. Inside the 
20 acres is an 18,000 ft. community 
hall, five ball diamonds (two lighted), 
barbecues, shade, and play areas. 

In Los Alamitos, there is Rossmoor 
Park, a new 10-acre facility on Hedwig 
and Timberton which has a ball field, 
tennis courts and a picnic area. 

Four community parks dominate the 
city of Stanton extending in all direc- 
tions from the city hall and community 
center at 7800 Katella Avenue. Two of 
the parks are leased by Southern 
California Edison; Hollenbeck Park, 
northeast of the community hall, is the 
largest at 12 acres and is yet to be fully 
completed and Stanton Park, nine acres 
in size, is next to the city hall. 

Stanton owns the two other parks; 
three acres comprise Premier Park, 
which is south of the community 
center and Victor Zunita Park, three- 
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quarters of an acre, is north of the 
center. All of the parks have or will 
have full picnic furnishings. 

Many of the finest parks in Orange 
County are found in cities on or near 
the coastline. Understandably this 
attracts thousands of people who come 
to bask in the beauty of the ocean. 

Seal Beach is our first beach-city stop 
with three small parks near the beach: 
Gum Grove Park, off Seal Beach 
Boulevard on Crest View Avenue, is a 
hilly area with picnic facilities, Marina 
Park, on Marina Drive in the old part of 
town, and Eisenhower Park, which is 
next to the Seal Beach Pier. All offer 
fine beach-side picnicking. 

Another park in Seal Beach located

With the exception of Eisenhower, all 
parks are equipped with picnic and 
barbecue facilities. 

Huntington Beach is among the best 
when it comes to size and number of 
parks in its vast area. The second 
largest and certaintly most beautiful 
and complete park in Orange County is 
the Huntington Beach Central Park on 
Golden West and Talbert. 

Central Park measures 175 acres 
with facilities such as a frisbee golf 
course, picnic tables, camp grounds, 
Talbert Lake on the east side and Hun- 
tington Lake on the west, stables, a 
riding trail that goes as far as the 
beach, ball fields, and soccer fields. In 
the near future a recreational area with 
a disc and miniature golf course might 
be added. 

Edison Community Park on 
Magnolia and Hamilton is a 40-acre 
area with a community center, racquet- 
ball and basketball courts, ball 
diamonds, tennis courts, and complete 
picnic areas. 

Murdy Park on Golden West, three 
blocks north of Warner, is a 10-acre 
facility with basketball and tennis 
courts and picnic grounds. 

There are also some 50 other parks 
in Huntington Beach that are classified 
as passive community parks ranging

Siegler Park on Plaza Street, one 
block south of Westminster Avenue 
between Golden West and Beach, is 
the oldest park in Westminster.

Westminster also has Liberty Park

In Costa Mesa, there is the Charles 
W. Tewinkle Memorial Park. Built in 
four phases, this 49-acre passive 
facility has a lake, gazebo, waterfall, 
waterslide, and many picnic areas for 
year round pleasure. 

Wakeham Park, 3400 Smalley, is a 
10-acre facility with picnic areas, ball 
fields, shelters, and restrooms. Estancia 
Park, 1900 Adams, is a pleasant picnic 
area and has a historical landmark of 
an adobe building where the Pony 
Express stopped almost a century ago. 

Two other excellent picnic locations 
In Costa Mesa are Fairview Regional 
Park on Placentia Avenue and Costa 
Mesa Park at 570 W. 18th. 

Newport Beach has 100 acres of 
park sites, six and one-half of which 
are ocean or bay sites. 

Mariners West Bluff Park off Balboa 
Boulevard overlooks the Newport Bay 
while the East Bluff Park across the 
channel gives the same view from a 
different perspective. Ensign View 
Park probably gives the best view of 
the bay and is extremely popular with

Upon entering the magical world of 
Laguna Beach at the end of Laguna 
Canyon Road, Heisler Park, easily the 
nicest beach-park along the southern 
coast is evident. There are barbecue 
pits, tables, shade areas, strolling 
boardwalks, volleyball courts, play 
equipment, and basketball courts 
where some of the best local talent 
come and test their skills. The entire 
setting is truly marvelous.

In all, there are 12 parks in Laguna 
encompassing 50 acres, six of which 
are on the ocean. 

Finally, in San Clemente there are 
some beautiful parks worth seeing. 
Linda Lane is the newest park In the 
city covering almost four and a half 
acres. Located on Linda Lane and Via 
Mecha, this coastal park is passive 
with playgrounds and four picnic 
areas. Verde Park is another beautiful 
park that gently sits on a slope back 
from a view of the ocean. 

Another park in San Clemente is 
Plaza Park which Is situated in the 
center of town next to a school. Bonita 
Canyon Park is an active 9.26 acre 
facility located behind the Boys Club 
and has ball fields and a picnic area. 
There is also San Clemente State 
Park between the ocean and Highway 
5 just off the Calafia exit. 

The park and picnicking spots 
around Orange County are vast and 
widespread — so vast, in fact, that it 
would take this entire magazine to list 
all of them.

Upon arriving in Washington, take 
a limousine to your hotel and then set 
out to see our nation's capital. 
Washington is expensive, but there 
are a variety of hotels and motels to 
choose from. 

Some of the fancy digs include: 
Dupont Plaza; Embassy Row, Executive 
House (with pool); Fairfax Hotel (and 
Jockey Club restaurant); Hay-Adams

Watergate is a huge complex next to 
the Kennedy Center. There is also the 
Georgetown Inn located in the heart of 
the Georgetown shopping area. The 
Wellington has a pool as does the 
Sheraton Park Hotel and Motor Inn 
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which has an ice rink and is the largest 
hotel complex in the area. Most of the 
hotels mentioned will accommodate 
children in the same room for free. 

There are a variety of restaurants in 
D.C. and the visitor can find just 
about anything to suit his appetite.

A stroll down Independence Avenue 
offers some interesting enticements.

Turn right and be prepared for the 
most amazing sight of all, the brand 
new $94 million East Building, design- 
ed by architect I.M. Pel. As a gift from 
the Mellon family to the nation, this 
new wing of the National Gallery is so 
spectacular that it leaves one speech- 
less. The odd site is a trapezoidal patch 
of ground. Architect Pei delivered a 
series of marble towers that blend into 
a soaring edifice housing these brilliant 
collections of art. There are two adjoin- 
ing six story triangles linked by a cen- 
tral court. One triangle has exhibition 
space on several levels, the other will

scholars. A third triangle joins the other 
two with a 16,000 square foot 
tetrahedral skylight that lights the cen- 
tral court. An enormous red and black 
Calder mobile swings through space 
high above the entrance and shadows 
play through the 20 foot tall green trees 
in the court. Enormous Miro tapestries 
hang down the marble walls. 

The exhibits match the brilliance of 
the building and the people-mover on 
the lower level shuttling visitors from 
one building to another is another 
exhibition in our advancing technology. 

Since there is a lot more to see on 
this eastern swing, it's time to get 
moving. A quick flight to Boston and 
back to the beginnings of our 
country.

their fine food. Quincy Market at 
Faneuil Hall has a lot of delightful 
spots to choose from, especially 
Lily's, which is elegant. Aegean Fair, 
Crickets, and others are also at the 
market. The Ritz has the best hotel 
dining and Anthony's Pier 4 has great 
seafood and the best popovers in the 
country. 9 Knox St. is English, 
Maison Robert has fine French 
cuisine, Locke-Obers is known for 
fine German cooking in its 19th Cen- 
tury restaurant, and Hermitage 
beneath the Institute of Contemporary 
Art has an interesting combination of 
French cuisine served by the Russian 
aristocracy in the 19th Century. 

Boston is a fascinating and charming 
blend of everything old and new in a 
large American city. Glittering sky- 
scrapers contrast with carefully pre- 
served colonial brick structures. You 
can still find narrow twisting streets and 
alley ways bordered by lovely old 
houses and quaint old street lamps. 

In this city, you'll find reminders of 
battles with Indians and Englishmen, 
witch burnings and other early 
historical actions such as the Boston 
Tea Party, the Battle of Bunker Hill, 
and the Boston Massacre. 

The Freedom Trail is a pleasant walk 
or ride that covers 20 of Boston's most 
historical points of interest. Transporta- 
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tion is wonderful in Boston, and once 
you arrive at the Boston Common, the 
first public park in America, you can 
see the rest of the trail on foot. 

On this trail, you'll pass the State 
House built in 1775, the Old South 
Meeting House, built in 1729, and 
Paul Revere's House built around 
1676. You'll enjoy seeing all the 
furnishings of that time in this well- 
built house. 

Faneuil Hall Marketplace and Quincy 
Market are a must on this trail so plan 
to spend a good morning and lunch 
there. The second President, John 
Adams, called Faneuil Hall "The Cradle 
of Liberty " because of the lively debates 
there that led to the Revolutionary war. 
The building was erected in 1742 as a 
combination Town Hall and public pro- 
duce market by Peter Faneuil. a

wealthy Boston merchant. 

Today, after a $32 million revival, 
the hall and surrounding marketplace 
have been revived and are pulsing 
with life. Fiddlers entertain and mer- 
chants spread their wares in the 
various buildings of Quincy and 
Faneuil markets. Once there you'll 
see platters of lobster, duck, rasp- 
berries, quiche, herring, goulash, 
steamed mussels, pizza, eggplant, 
exotic teas, and whatever else you 
could possibly want. The aisles are 
narrow and the fresh smells of 
sizzling foods are almost too much to 
bear. Surrounding the food stalls are 
glass enclosed annexes called the Bull 
Market where artists sell everything 
from leather goods to posters. 

Boston is chock-full of antique 
shops, as is Cambridge across the 
Charles River. This home of Harvard 
is a lovely tree shrouded town, with 
historic houses to visit. The college 
atmosphere of Boston and Cambridge 
make them lively and delightful cities 
to visit. 

For a relaxing end to your sightsee- 
ing, hop on a plane from Logan airport 
or drive up to Wood's Hole and catch 
the ferry. Spend a few days on Martha's 
Vineyard or Mantucket Island.

in 1602, when explorer Bartholomew 
Gosmold discovered the island and 
named it after his daughter. 

Thomas Mayhew bought the island 
in 1624 and his son established 
Edgartown. Martha's Vineyard has 
long been a haven for those who 
seek peace and quiet. 

Today, the invasion by tourists every 
summer is a peaceful one, but the 
oldtimers, many of whom are descend- 
ants of the famous whaling masters, 
fear that their rustic way of life Is 
becoming obsolete. 

Thousands of summer visitors invade 
this tranquil island and turn it into a 
summer festival for the young at heart.

Much like the Israelites out of 
Egypt in Biblical times, Orange 
County is also experiencing a 
mass exodus. Only this time it is from 
public to private schools. 
Private education can be defined as 
educating through a process not open 
to or controlled by the public. 
According to Dr. Robert Peterson, 
superintendent of Orange County 
Public Schools, over seven percent of 
school age children in Orange County 
are enrolled in a private school. Com- 
pared to a national average , Orange 
County's private school enrollment is 
significant and in many ways to 
public school officials, alarming. 
For many reasons, parents in 
Orange County are finding that public 
education is substandard to the 
education they would like their 
children to receive. 
In the words of Father Michael A. 
Harris, principal at Mater Dei High 
School in Santa Ana, there are two 
types of parents who seek private

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Private Schools continued 
educations for their children. The first 
type of parent is that parent who is 
highly motivated to success. The 
second type of parent is the parent who 
feels there should be participation at 
home in the child's education. Each of 
these types see their children's educa- 
tion as something not to be wasted or 
given any less than utmost priority. 

Private school's academic and con- 
duct standards strive to be higher 
than those standards of public 
schools and to serve as the mainstay 
of effective motivation to learning.

and is funded directly through that 
church and student tuition. The term 
"parochial " is usually synonymous 
with catholic schools, Seventh Day 
Adventist schools, or Hebrew 
.academies. In parochial schools, 
church theology is taught along with 
the academic curriculum offered in 
public schools. Father Harris from 
Mater Dei says that over 40 percent of 
the applicants who applied for enroll- 
ment at his school last year had to be 
turned away because the facilities 
couldn't accommodate that many new 
students. Over 1400 students apply 
for entrance to the freshman class at 

, Mater Dei alone whereas only 600 can 

i be accepted. 

! Father Harris explains that parents 
seeking "better education " in a "safer 
environment" look to enroll their 
children in catholic schools. Catholic 
families who want a catholic educa- 

' lion for their children are those who 
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apply for entrance most often. 

The third type of school in Orange 
County is the parent-run school. In 
most cases, this school is established 
by a group of parents who believe the 
best education for their children must 
be administered by parents. An excel- 
lent example of this type of school is 
the Concept 7 Group Homes School 
in Fuiierton. Emotionally disturbed 
teenagers are placed by the court as a 
probationary measure in this school 
and the students are under licensed 
parental guidance 24 hours a day. 
The students are constantly learning 
and being prepared to function in a

normal classroom situation again. 
Although limited, there are vacancies 
for private placement in these schools 
when concerned parents show an 
interest in this type of instruction. 

The final clasification of schools is 
the private school. These institutions 
usually emphasize the basics of 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, com- 
parable to public "fundamental" 
school, combined with a supplemen- 
tal religious program. 

One example of a private school is 
Melodyland High School in Costa 
Mesa. Melodyland lies on the far-right 
in conservatism in discipline. Not yet 
accredited by the State of California, 
Melodyland's doctrine and format of 
instruction lies on a basis of inter- 
denominational, charismatic, fun- 
damental, and evangelical principles. 

Stating that they are not a "reform 
school or rehabilitation center", 
Melodyland's handbook describes the 
institution as a school for discipleship 
training. 

In the words of the school's principal, 
Ray McMurtry, Melodyland is a 
"spiritual bootcamp". Adding that pub- 
lic schools "are not rigorous enough", 
McMurtry says that requirements for 
enrollment at Melodyland are that a 
student be "born-again " with one parent 
also being born-again. After an intense

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Private Schools continued 
character analysis interview, the student 
and parent must sign a spiritual 
commitment contract stating that they 
will attempt "to keep the mind (of the 
student) clean and free from 
psychological brain washing that comes 
from the world." 

Unlike some other private or 
parochial schools, the student is 
expected to abide by this contract of 
"striving to have actions above that 
which is common in the world (smok- 
ing, drinking, using dope, lusting, 
pornography, cursing, lying, cheating, 
vandalism, etc.) while in school and at 
all times outside the school." The

contract goes on to state that if a stu- 
dent should consistently fail to adhere 
to the commitment they had agreed 
to, they "shall consent thereupon to 
accept all the reprimanded pro- 
cedures the administration decides to 
take under the circumstances." 

In the 1978-79 school year, 22 
students were expelled from 
Melodyland for the use of alcohol, 
cigarettes or drugs. With an enroll- 
ment of nearly 350, that number of 
expulsions seems staggering. 

Another type of private school in 
Orange County is the Vantage Foun- 
dation, Inc. in San Clemente. This 
school ranges all the way from kin- 
dergarten through high school. It is a 
state funded private school for child- 
ren with various learning disabilities. 
"Day" students, those who attend dur- 
ing the daytime hours and have sup- 
plemental tutorial work at their 
homes, are usually referred to 
Vantage by public school psychiatrists 
who feel the child is in need of extra 
attention in order to learn at a normal 
rate. High school students in the 
Vantage program are issued a 
diploma at the end of the twelfth 
grade through the district public edu- 
cation system but do not graduate 
directly from the Vantage foundation. 

Vantage also serves the community 
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as a supplemental tutorial assistance 
for adults who are out of school 
but never received a high school 
diploma and would like to pursue 
their basic education. 

Another private school of note in 
Orange County is the Capistrano 
Valley Christian High School. A 
spokesperson for the school stated 
that they "don't turn anybody away 
just because they're not making it 
academically. " A rather unique 
method of instruction is employed at 
this school. This method is referred to 
as the ACE method. Under this 
instruction, Bible principles are

taught In every subject of the cur- 
riculum. Each day every child has 
academic goals that he must reach in 
every academic subject. Parental 
encouragement from home spurs the 
child on to excel to his highest levels 
in school. The staff at Capistrano 
Valley Christian says that they are 
teaching "a way of life rather than 
service once a week." 

Many parents, who see abilities in 
their child beyond the normal academic 
pierformance at any early age, place 
their children in preschools and 
kindergartens which offer Montessori 
type of instruction. Of the over 150 
private schools in Orange County, the 
largest percentage is that of 
kindergartens and private preschools. 

In Orange County there is a chain of 
kindergartens which have institutions in 
Arizona and all over California, known 
as the American Kindergartens. 
American Kindergartens include 
preschools with kindergartens to offer 
education to a child who is not ready to 
begin formal education in a public 
school. American Kindergartens prides 
itself on the fact that they can offer 
much smaller classes than that of many 
private preschools and specialized 
individual attention for the immature 
youngster. Cathy Evans, director of the 
Tustin schools, says that although

Private Schools continued 
private schools in Orange County do 
not deal with those students fleeing 
public school integration problems, the 
need is still great to meet many 
students on a private-education level. 

One of the major complaints parents 
have with public education is the 
disciplinary methods employed or not 
employed. According to Dr, Peterson of 
County Schools, public schools cannot 
be selective about thei'' enrollment, but 
private schools can, thus giving the 
private schools an "edge" in handling 
the discipline problem. Corporal 
punishment or spankings are used only 
in certain public elementary schools in

Orange County, and then very sparing- 
ly. On the other hand, corporal punish- 
ment is used frequently as an effective 
method of discipline on the elementary 
school level in private schools. 

Dr. Peterson says that children whose 
parents have to strain to pay the cost of 
private education, are more motivated 
by his/her parents to perform academ- 
ically and to abide by behavioral stand- 
ards to obtain an education. "Family 
pressure has great power." the adminis- 
trator added. According to Joann S. 
Lublin of the Wall Street Journal, "pri- 
vate schools depend heavily on student 
fees for revenues. When enrollment 
lose-dives, many close their doors." 

Because private schools operate on 
such limited funds they are forced to 
support their institutions through stu- 
dent tuition rates. Without these bases 
for financial support many private 
schools cannot continue to pay their 
staff and have to abandon their schools. 

Depending on the type of school, 
tuition rates for student enrollment 
can be a difficult burden for parents 
to bear. Many schools have graduated 
programs whereby the tuition for 
more than one child in a school sys- 
tem decreases. Other schools have 
programs where students pay tuition 
on a "pay to stay ' basis. If a family is 
unable to pay the tuition rates at the 
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time of enrollment, they will more 
than likely be turned away. Some 
exceptional cases to this rule are 
when a child has been enrolled in a 
school for a long time and the family 
cannot supply the tuition fees. A 
scholarship program for the child 
then goes into effect. This type of tui- 
tion payment usually comes from 
donations specifically designated for 
this purpose. These tax deductable 
donations are common and in many 
cases substantial. 

Those private schools which are 
directly affiliated with a church or 
group of churches also receive

allotments from church tithing. In 
many cases these allotments go 
towards extra academic and sports 
facilities and extracurricular programs. 

If the school should in some way be 
affiliated with public education it 
finds itself in the best of two worlds. 
Here, schools receive a portion of 
state funds as well as tuition fees. As 
in the case with the Vantage Founda- 
tion, their programs for the child who 
is emotionally handicapped in the 
classroom brings them state certifica- 
tion for special education and limited 
state funding, plus a sliding fee scale 
for services. 

A partial listing of all private schools 
in Orange County can be obtained 
through any telephone book yellow 
pages. Other more complete and detail- 
ed listings can be obtained through 
willing private school administrators. 

There are over 150 private and 
parochial schools in Orange County, 
each of them distinctive and geared 
to a particular education. Careful 
planning and consideration of a 
child's emotional and academic 
development is a key factor in choos- 
ing the proper school for him. 

After discerning the student's 
individual needs then the decision 
between public and private education 
can be made.a

Independence Day activists who want 
to have their very own fireworks 
display will have to wait until June 28 
to purchase their pyrotechnics. In some 
cities booths do not open until July 1 , 
so you should check with your city 
officials to find out the exact date. 

If you decide to purchase fireworks, 
the two main suppliers are Freedom

and Red Devil Fireworks. Freedom's 
assortments range from $5-50. All of 
the fireworks are of the California State 
Safe and Sane variety, which means 
they have been tested and approved by 
the state's fire marshal. "They are 
designed for family celebrations, " said 
Freedom spokesman Tom Peters. 
"They are meant to be a safe way to 
celebrate the nation's birthday." 

Red Devil packages 10 assortments, 
ranging in price from $6.95-49.95, 
with the bulk of the sales coming 
from the $12.95 family pack, accord- 
ing to spokesman Fred Brookins. Red 
Devil, like Freedom Fireworks, only 
sells safe and sane fireworks, 
such as cones and fountains. The 
state prohibits any sale of fireworks 
that travel on the ground, shoot in the 
air, or explode. State law also 
requires people to be a certain age in 
order to purchase fireworks. In some 
cities the age is 16 and in others it is 
18, so you should check with your 
city officials. 

If you are going to stay home and 
engineer your own fireworks, you 
should be aware of the safety tips 
offered by Fullerton Fire Marshal John 
Clark. First, you should always keep a 
bucket of water nearby to dispose of 
used castings. Second, always use 
fireworks in the prescribed manner 
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vhich means, don't throw a ground 
display (safe and sane fireworks) in the 
air. Most accidents occur when 
fireworks are used improperly. Third, 
children should be supervised at all 
times. Fourth, you should find a safe 
place to shoot off your fireworks. Do 
not fire them near bushes and shrubs. 
Recommended areas are sidewalks, or a 
clear spot in the middle of the lawn. 
Fifth, do not let children shoot off one 
or two fireworks a night. When you 
allow this they are often unsupervised, 
thus resulting in a higher tendency for 
accidents. Sixth, don't ever point or 
throw fireworks at anyone. 

Whatever you decide to do, whether 
it's to go out and watch a fireworks 
display or to stage your own fireworks 
show have a lot of fun and be careful. ■

Orange County is that delightful four- 
wheeled shoe, the roller skate. 
Although roller skates have been 
around since 1765 when musician 
Joseph Malin rode into a posh 
masl<ed ball in Soho, London playing 
his violin while skating, they didn't 
become popular in America until the 
early 1900s. But, roller skates went 
out of fashion until just a few years 
ago when outdoor urethane wheels 
were introduced. Also, precision bear- 
ings were used to make the new skate 
wheels similar to high-quality 
urethane skateboard wheels. 

If you thought outdoor roller 
skating was big last summer, wait 
until you see masses of sun-burned 
skaters at Balboa this summer. The 
owner of Oceanfront Wheelworks,

Scott Holford said, "We've sold more 
skates than ever before, 5-6,000 
skates. We also have more rental 
skates available with 800 pairs now 
instead of 50." 

Shirlev Cubbison, the owner and 
manager of Skateboard Fever, agreed. 
"Roller-skating is just snowballing, it s 
a fun exercise anyone from ages two 
to 72 can participate in. We used to 
have half our customers roller skate 
and half skateboard. Now, about 80 
to 90 percent roller skate." 

Why is roller skating so popular 
among all age groups? 

Holford believes "The sp>ort has 
improved since so many of the 
customers were kids." His wife, Vivian 
Holford, commented, "1 think it's more 
of an adult fad. In fact, many parents 
promote their children into trying roller 
skating. Roller skating is great for the 
18-21 age group who can't go to bars 
but want to have fun." 

Roller skating appears to be here to 
stay, because roller skates stores 
reported increased skate sales. "Many 
invest $100-150 into skates, so it seems 
they have expectations of roller skating 
staying," Vivian concluded. 

Another old stand-by with a new 
twist is bicycle riding. Best done on a 
warm day with a slight wind, cycling 
is reverting back to its former days 
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with the return of the "beach cruiser". 
Zellers Cycle's manager Philip Nunez 
said, "The bil<es with the big 
whitewails and balloon-type wheels 
have been the latest fad. It's a lazy- 
man's bike that gets you where you 
want to go slowly." 

The wide handle bars make the 
cruiser bike very comfortable to ride 
and with a new suspension fork, the 
riding is very smooth. "Ten-speeds 
are for racing but the beach cruiser is 
for fun," Nunez added. 

After working up a sweat roller 
skating or cycling, the most natural 
instinct is to head toward water. 
Swimming, a traditional summertime 
pastime, has not changed significant- 
ly in the past 1000 years, but the 
methods of teaching swimming have.

One of the more innovative swim 
instructors in Orange County is Larry 
Dellota, owner of the Sea Otter Swim 
School in San Juan Capistrano. Since 
July 1979, Dellota has been teaching 
both individuals and families to swim 
by placing a major emphasis on "water 
proofing" children and adults. His 
youngest students are 8 months old, 
though he teaches adults as old as 80. 

Dellota differs from most swim 
instructors in that he doesn't feel a 
child is "pool safe" until that child 
"can remain in the water without 
holding the walls and can swim over a 
thousand yards. Now, a thousand 
yards is a very long distance but just 
because the child can go across the 
pool, he is not necessarily pool safe." 

Not only is swimming enjoyable and 
a good form of exercise, but swimming 
is also therapeutic for back problems 
and can help asthmatics increase their 
lung capacity. The reason swimming is 
better than any other form of exercise, 
is because swimming equalizes body 
pressure. "When you're horizontal, the 
stress is not there from pounding the 
ground," Dellota said. 

Swimming is a life time exercise, 
meaning you can swim throughout 
your entire life. "What other activity can 
the whole family from grandfather to 
baby enjoy?" the coach asked.

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GUIDE TO 
MAKEOUT PCMNTS 



A cool breeze blows gently in the 
stillness of the languid summer 
evening while a full moon illu- 
minates the landscape below. Through- 
out Orange County, romance is in the 
air, and the most popular "makeout" 
spKDts are filled with soft whispers, pas- 
sionate embraces, and heavy breathing. 

Traditionally, makeout spots have 
been a haven for teenagers in search of 
a little privacy. Lover's lanes have been 
around since the days of Romeo and 
Juliet and will probably be here a hun- 
dred years from now ("Darling, let's 
drive our space scooter to Jupiter for a 
few micro-seconds, the view of Earth is 
beautiful from there.") 

The following guide to lover's lanes 
in the county was compiled from 
surveys conducted on local high 
school and college campuses. 
Although your favorite spot may not 
be included, or you feel too old for 
drive-ins, go explore Orange County's 
best makeout spots. You might be 
pleasantly surprised at the results! 

Lover's lanes can be divided into 
four categories: Good Views, Dark 
Places, Romantic Spots, and 
Unusual Locations. 



Good Views 

These are typically on top of hills, 
giving couples a view of the lights 
below. However, the view is rarely 
seen after an initial "Oooh " or 
"Aaaah", but experts say those few 
seconds make all the difference. If 
you don't mind using a little gas, 
drive to: 

Nohl Ranch Road in Anaheim Hills 
— Entire Orange County spreads 
below you from almost any spot on 
this lover's lane.

Older teens usually 
frequent this area. 

Skyline Drive in Tustin Hills — 
Again a peak vista to see Orange 
County at night. There is some park- 
ing available on the side of the road,

but this can be a crowded spot. 

Main Street in Irvine — This is the 
ideal place to watch the planes come 
and go from the John Wayne Airport. 
Frequented by older, sophisticated 
couples, this area is close to the many 
restaurants on MacArthur Boulevard. 

Tucker Wildlife Sanctuary in Irvine 
— Although this park officially closes 
at dusk, many "animals" come out to 
play at night. Since the sanctuary is 
atop a hill, you have a wonderful view 
and the stars are so clear you can 
almost touch them. Sunsets are 
especially nice, as the sun leaves a 
trail of pastel colors behind it. 

Dark Places 

The most outstanding feature of 
these areas is their almost utter 
blackness. At first, you may miss the 
usual on-coming headlights or street- 
lights, but as you adjust to the dark, 
it becomes comforting and private. 

Monsanto ride at Disneyland — A 
favorite of many young couples and 
visiting tourists.

Hilcrest Park in Fullerton — This 
grassy and hilly park becomes very 
dark at night, but beware — there's a 
pond. Also, parks can often become 
areas where muggings take place. 

tICI in Irvine — The university 
takes on a different air at night and it 
has many grassy knolls. A word of 
caution: be sure one of you knows the 
way back to the car because it's very 
easy to get lost. 

Romantic Spots 

Although Webster's terms "roman- 
tic" as "having no basis in fact", these 
spots are very real and make young 
lovers or old lovers for that matter 
sigh longfully. 

Often called "inspiration points", 
these romantic areas will make you 
smell sweet perfume and hear strings 
of a violin. If all else fails, bring a 



Barry Manilow tape — it gives the 
same effect. 

Ocean and Balboa in Corona Del 
Mar, south of the inlet to Newport — 
This seaside spot offers benches 
perched over the ocean. If you are 
quiet, you can hear the soft roar of 
the waves. A handy tip — bring a 
warm jacket as it gets very nippy late 
at night here. 

Dana Point Pier in Dana Point — 
Again, a seaside spot perfect for an 
evening stroll. Don't stare into your 
lover's eyes too long though — you 
might fall off! 

Orange Hill Restaurant in Orange 

— A spot utilized by many couples to 
or from high school proms.

COLLECTIBLESc SCROUNGING 
FOR A GOOD PROFIT

"What do I hear for this beautiful 
antique cherry dropleaf table? $500. 
Ladies and gentlemen, this same 
piece sold just last year for only 
$250. Just think what it will go for 
next year and the year after that."' 

Sound familiar? That something 
sold for less last year than it will next 
year should come as no surprise. The 
market for fine old furniture, paint- 
ings, glass, lamps, and a million other 
fine items has taken off and there 
seems to be no end in sight. 

According to the popular view, an 
"antique " is an item which legally 
falls under the 1966 Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Materials 
Impartations Act which allows items 
100 years or older to be imported 
duty-free. Some collectors and 
dealers insist the market definition 
includes items manufactured as late 
as 1950 while others restrict their col- 
lections to that which is actually 100 
years old or more. Basically, the deci- 
sion rests with the collector/investor. 

A recent article in the Los Angeles 
Times pointed out that "as more people 
buy antiques, even the middle range of 
affordable and decorative old things is 
disappearing. " But, as other sources 
have indicated, the higher prices have 
drawn items from collections and 
family legacies that would not have 
been on the market 10 years ago. So 
we have a situation where prices are 
going up, the market is expanding, and 
miraculously, the supply of the product 
seems to be growing. 

For a number of reasons, the people 
who consider antiques viable invest- 
ments have multiplied substantially in 
the past few years. In addition to 
reasons mentioned earlier, there is a 
decided change in the way Americans 
view the concept of planned obso- 
lescence which was generally accepted 



10 years ago. The public has taken a 
critical look at the prospect of paying 
$250 for a contemporary piece of fur- 
niture when a few dollars more buys an 
antique which will perform the same 
function, last longer, be of higher quali- 
ty and workmanship, appreciate in 
value, and have a built in and ready 
market if one should decide to sell. 

With enough background informa- 
tion, buying your first antique should 
be easy since you have several sources 
available to you. 

Dealers are a good source. Depend- 
ing on the reputation of the dealer, 
good buys are often available. Dealers 
are ready sources of information and 
provide a good market when a quick 
sale is needed. Keep in mind, 
however, that a dealer probably 
bought his inventory from the same 
sources available to you. 

Auctions provide an exciting way of 
acquiring or selling a piece. The auc- 
tion house usually charges 10 percent 
to the buyer and 10 percent to the 
seller. Examine the piece thoroughly 
before the auction and inquire as to 
the minimum bid. 

Ads in trade journals are popular 
and are a good, cheap way for a seller 
to dispose of an item. By the same 
method, a buyer can often get a good 
deal. It is customary for pictures to be 
exchanged when distance is great. 

The beauty of collecting and invest- 
ing in antiques is the almost unlimited 
range in which one may concentrate. 
One may trade with other collectors 
and capitalize on the tax advantages of 
trading. It is exciting to think that 
one is participating in an avocation 
which man has not widely engaged in 
before. After all, it was not too many 
years ago when Americans were junk- 
ing the very things which we find so 
valuable today. ■

It could be my imagination, but I'm 
inclined to doubt it. The fact is, more 
and more singers are foresaking the 
vocal chords that brought them fame 
and are attempting to make it in a 
related and more visible discipline — 
motion picture acting. 

The list is an impressive one. Frank 
Sinatra, Bing Crosby, Barbra Streisand, 
Mac Davis. Dolly Parton. Olivia 
Newton-John, Bette Midler, Kris Kristof- 
ferson, Willie Melson, Neil Diamond. 
Kenny Rogers and many others. 

The question is why? Is it the 
glamour or the challenge? The money 
or the exposure? The excitement or 
merely a lark to escape the drudgery 
of routine? 

To find out, I asked two talented 
29-year old singer-songwriters who as 
of press time have yet to make the 
transition but who look forward to 
doing so in the near future. 

One was Melissa Manchester, whose 
hits have included "Midnight Blue", 
"Don't Cry Out Loud ", and two movie 
themes, "1 11 Never Say Goodbye" 
(from The Promise) and "Through the 
Eyes of Love " (from Ice Castles). 



The other singer was Lauren Wood, 
perhaps not as familiar a name, but a 
super, up-and-coming talent nonethe- 
less. Wood had a big hit last fall with 
the Doobie Brothers' Mike McDonald 
on a song she wrote called "Please 
Don't Leave. " She was also a former 
member of the cult trio. Chunky, 
Novie and Ernie — she was Chunky 
— and Wood also has recorded a 
movie theme. 

This is what they had to say: 

MELISSA MANCHESTER: I've been 
told that singing is the same as acting, 
but I don't think so. The security I have 
in singing is that the music is always 
there to carry me, even if I have a head- 
ache, or if I feel terrific, or whatever. It's 
a cushion; with acting, it's words sur- 
rounded by silence — it's not just what 
you do with the words, it's what you do 
with the silence, which is a whole other 
kind of music to listen to. But it is its 
own tool. Singing is second nature to 
me. Singing is like talking. But for me, 
acting isn't like talking yet, and it 
should be. 1 see acting as being a real 
craft, and I love watching great actors. 

On the other hand, I talked to Dolly 
Parton, who is making a movie, and 
asked her if she was taking acting 
lessons. She said, "Hell no. " I guess 
that's one way to approach it. 

On many levels I'm a naturally 
expressive person, and I m naturally 
creative and sensitive, and I just admire 
that particular craft. I think acting is 
probably the next logical step from 
singing. It s still using your body and 
your voice, and for a lot of singer-song- 
writers, some of the songs are kind of 
like monologues, anyway. 

I really have a feeling for acting, 
and it comes out in my singing. So if 
I pursue acting, it seems that it would 
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in time become very comfortable. 
The pursuit of trying something in a 
different field isn't that unnatural 
because you figure that expression is 
expression, and there are different 
ways of doing it and if you can do 
one there's a chance you can do it 
another way, too. 

LAGREM WOOD: I guess I want to 
go into acting because I'm an 
insatiable ham. 

I think singers go into acting 
because basically you have to be an 
actor to be a good singer anyway. It's 
a natural progression. It's just that 
when you act you don't have to be on 
pitch. I think some singers who have 
later gone into acting, are better 
actors. I think Kris Kristofferson is a 
great actor. 1 like him a lot, much 
better than as a singer, although he's 
actually a pretty good poet. I think 
Olivia Newton-John was very good in 
Grease, even though it wasn't a heavy 
role. I like her better as an actress 
than a singer. Barbra Streisand was a 
singer first. I personally would like to 
do it, too. I feel that I would try 
anything, so why not acting? 

Acting is a challenge, another fron- 
tier. In similar forms of art, you have 
to know how to act to sing well. It's 
just an extension. 



There may be no definitive answers, 
but at least you have an insight into 
why two successful singer-songwriters 
would like to expand their careers to 
include acting. I can understand how 
they feel, their desire to push them- 
selves to the absolute limit of their 
creative abilities. It sounds like a 
good idea for a movie. Maybe I II 
write it.B

The Public Utilities Commission 
sanctioned a hike in telephone 
charges recently and consumers may 
already have begun to feel the pinch. 

If your telephone bills are getting out 
of hand, you can do something dbout 
it simply by having a chat with your 
telephone company representative. 
Both Pa-'ific and General Telephone 
provide a number of services aimed at 
reducing the monthly phone rate. 

Long distance calls are not the sole 
cause of rising telephone bills. More 
often than not, a large bill reflects toll 
charges for calls made to neighboring 
communities. For example, a three- 
minute call in the middle of a weekday 
from Huntington Beach to South 
Laguna costs about 35 cents with tax. 
Two such calls each day can run up a 
$14 bill by the end of the month. 

If you're being stuck with toll charges 
to neighboring communities and you 
make those calls regularly, it would be 
worthwhile to investigate the Optional 
Residence Telephone Service (ORTS). 
This service, in effect, extends your 
calling area so you won't be billed for 
each individual call. A monthly charge 
for the ORTS service is based on the 



number of toll call communities you 
choose to include. 

The ORTS service is recommended 
for people who have more than $3.45 
worth of nearby toll calls each month. 
ORTS plans are flexible and can extend 
to many communities. A telephone 
company representative can analyze 
your bill over a period of several 
months and recommend an ORTS plan 
best suited to your needs. Monthly 
charges for ORTS begin at $4.95. 

People who make one phone call 
each day or less can benefit from the 
Lifeline service. This program was 
originally intended for elderly and 
low-income customers, but has been 
extended to any resident regardless of 
age or economic status. 

Lifeline service allows customers to 
make 30 local calls each month for 
about $2.50. Extra calls are charged 
at a rate of 10 cents per call. 
Customers with Lifeline service 
cannot subscribe to other services 
such as ORTS, 

Measured Service is similar to 
Lifeline but allows customers 60 local 
calls each month for less than the 
normal flat charge fee. (The most 
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common form of telephone service 
allows unlimited local calls for a flat 
fee of about $5.70). 

You can save some service fees by 
having your phone temporarily 
disconnected when you're away on an 
extended vacation. You'll be charged 
only half your usual rate but your 
phone must remain disconnected for 
at least one month. 

Budget-conscious phone users 
should be aware that a wrong number 
can cost money. If you mis-dial a long 
distance number, call the operator 
immediately to have the charge 
deleted from your account. Also, if 
you have Measured Service and get a 
wrong number on a local call, dial "0" 
for credit on that, too. 

The telephone can put anyone In 
touch with Bangkok or Melbourne in 
seconds. While most of us take 
telephone service for granted, it is a 
luxury, and like most luxuries, the 
cost for phone service is on the rise. 
There are many ways to keep your 
phone bill from sky-rocketing, 
though. Investigate your options by 
talking to your Pacific or General 
representative. B

The deaf and speech impaired can 
communicate via telephone with the 
aid of a telecommunication device. 
There are two basic types, a porta- 
printer which provides a paper readout 
and a screen MCM/D. These typewriter- 
like devices cost about $14 per month 
for the handicapped individual and 
$27-30 per month for hook-up in other 
households. The machines can also be 
purchased outright. 

Loud bells, weak speech amplifiers, 
artificial larynxes, automatic dialers 
and Braille symbols for the blind are 
also available. 

TeleDialer 32, available from both 
Pacific and General Telephone, is an 
electronic directory that "remembers " 
32 frequently called phone numbers. A 
single push button is used to place 
each call. 

Customers in the Pacific Telephone 
area can purchase most special equip- 
ment at a 50 percent discount with cer- 
tification from physician or licensed 
therapist. Forms can be obtained at any 
Pacific office. 

Pacific Telephone also offers a 
24-hour repair service number for the 
handicapped, at 800-422-4418. 
Teletype customers can call for 
service or billing information by 
dialing 800-242-4570.

DINNER THEATERS ARE AN 
OPEN AND SHUT CASE 



Jenny Wentujorth and Randy Hcndcrickson

The world of theater is often a cruel 
and bitter place, unlike the Mickey 
Rooney-Judy Garland films of the 
1940s, where Uncle Phil's barn is 
empty, the kids have a band, and 
there are hordes of famous, Broadway 
hoofers stranded in the local train 
station with nothing to do but crank 
out one vibrating production number 
after another, with 10 minutes of 
rehearsal. Reality is nothing like that. 

New theaters close before they have 
a chance to prove their worth to a skep- 
tical public. The economics of show 
business are gruesome and the inflation 
spiral does nothing but raise ticket 
prices, which makes it even harder for 
theater organizations to survive. 
Sometimes they begin strong and hang 
on by a thread, only to gasp at the end 
of that string when their second or third 
production can't draw flies. 

This seems to have been the fate of 
two recent dinner theaters in Orange 
County. The El Camino opened with an 
excellent version of The Music Man last 
summer, only to fade after their second 
show bombed. The Razzamatazz met a 
similar fate, when their premiere 
production of Cabaret was received 
well. Their second production led to a 
hopeless financial crunch. Maybe they 
didn't deserve better, but two shows is 
not a measure of a group's real 
Identity and ability to appeal in a 
commercial marketplace. 

Mow the El Camino facility has been 
resurrected under new management as 
the Curtain Call Dinner Playhouse, with 
vastly improved physical surroundings. 
The tight seating which bothered me so 
much during El Camino's Music Man 
has become more spacious and much 
more comfortable, while the gourmet 
dinner, served at your table, was 
definitely restaurant quality, which 



means you could do worse at some of 
our nicer eateries. 

The Curtain Call's opener is the 
durable Hello, Dolly!, based on Thorn- 
ton Wilder's equally durable The 
Matchmaker. The musical retains some 
of Wilder's best comic scenes, punc- 
tuated by Jerry Herman's unfortunate 
score. The problem is Herman's songs 
and shows all sound the same to me. 
However, in this case, good casting, 
and fast-paced directing helps the show 
to rise above its material. Overall, I 
found it to be enthusiastic, well-time'd, 
and funny. 

The critical role of Dolly Gallagher 
Levi was vivaciously played by Jenny 
Wentworth, who wore the character of 
this fast-talking matchmaker like it was 
designed for her. She is not the 
strongest singer imaginable, especially 
when she reaches for a note and falls a 
couple of inches short, but she makes 
up for this in the energetic way in 
which she attacks her role. She 
epitomizes the excitement and spirit 
shown throughout the cast. 

Dolly's prime objective is to wed the 
pennypinching Horace Vandergelder, 
the half millionaire, played in a droll 
fashion by Bordt Ingersoll, who is a 
perfect match to Wentworth's brassi- 
ness. An important sub-plot involves 
Vandergelder's two clerks, Cornelius 
and Barnaby, played respectively by 
Brian Shucker and Jim Alexander. 
Shucker seems overly cute as he romps 
through the material with hobnail 
boots, but Alexander is his perfect foil, 
and the pair come off well as a result. 
Imagine a Peterbilt truck pulling an air- 
stream trailer. They are romantically 
involved with Irene Molloy, played 
with subtlety and charm by Vicki 
Davis, and her employee in the hat 
business, Minnie Fay, pertly done by 
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by Ron Thronson 



Dianne Fraser. 

Overall the cast is young, but the 
ensemble is brisk, and the chorus 
may be the strongest part of this 
healthy production. What they lack in 
technique, they make up in sparkle, 
and, as a chorus, they sound terrific 
in the bigger numbers. 

Director John Ferola gives the 
show a definite sense of musical 
build, with each act ending in a pro- 
duction number. He seems to have 
solved the nagging act-break problem 
in dinner theater, wherein two-act 
musicals are split into three acts, 
thereby negating written-in dynamics. 
His pace is bright, but the action is 
always understandable, and plot 
points are punched in important 
places, without seeming pushed. 

Musical Director, May Jane Harris, 
did an excellent job with the chorus, 
while Choreographer David Wilkinson's 
routines were simple, probably due to 
space limitations, but were precise and 
well-executed. If your Ferrari has no 
engine, you do it better in a 
Volkswagen. Wid Horner's sets were 
clever in their use of small space and 
Lighting Coordinator. Tom Salas.did 
the best that could be expected with 
only a few lighting instruments, and, 
after all, it's a musical. 

1 saw the show opening night and 
the mice were busy. Set pieces flew in 
wrong and got caught, there was a 
feedback problem, and a loud, back- 
stage crash, but all of that should be 
ironed smooth by now. My only 
strong criticism was the heavy use of 
microphones. The show was amplified 
so much, it sounded electronic and, 
while this makes it easy to understand 
every syllable of the lyrics, it also 
removes some of the immediacy we 
associate with live theater.* 



TELL A FRIEND 

Following a million-dollar restora- 
tion, the Gem Theatre is now a year 
old and they are doing very well. In 
fact, they are dramatically expanding 
their operation with the Grove 
Shakespeare Festival, set to open in 
July with a non-Shakespearen produc- 
tion of Alfred Clhry and Robert 
Waldman's musical. The Robber 
Bridegroom, in the Gem itself, along 
with repertory stagings of Taming of 
Ihe Shrew, and Much Ado About 
Nothing, performing in a tent theater 
on the Village Green next door. The 
latter two plays will open mid-August, 
with all three shows running 
simultaneously into mid-September. 

In addition, the Grove Shakespeare 
Festival, which is patterned after the 
old English Harvest Festivals, will 
feature strolling musicians, mime and 
fencing workshops, merchants plying 
their wares, and a Queen s Festival 
Parade every evening before the 
show, culminating in that night's per- 
formance in the show tent. 

Keep an eye on this outfit. The Gem 
seems to be moving ahead at the speed 
of light, both with the Shakespeare 
Festival and their upcoming regular 
season, which includes the following 
shows: a premiere by Ray Bradbury, 
TTie Cold Wind and the Warm: another 
premiere by local playwright. Jack 
Sharkey titled Honestly Now!: the 
musical Cabaret: the Pulitzer Prize win- 
ner by Michael Cristofer, The 
Shadowbox: hoel Coward's Priuale 
Liues: and the very difficult Brecht-Weill 
musical, Threepenny Opera. This is the 
sort of season that reminds me of the 
young South Coast Repertory company. 

Finian's Rainbow, the final show of 
the season for the Fullerton Civic Light 
Opera, is currently playing its last week 
at Plummer Auditorium. Tickets may 
be scarce, but try to see it.

HOME BUYERS ARE KEEPING THE 
CALIFORNIA ECONOMY ON 
LEVEL GROUND 



John G. Rinaldo is founding Chairman 
of Ihe Boeird of American Home Mort- 
gage Corporation, a Newport Beach furn 
specializing in real estate investment 
loans reinging from $20,000 to $ 1 
million which can be made promptly on 
secondary trust deeds with one to rtue 
year maturities. 

California consumers, fueling the 
age-old cliche that money is still the 
best buy and that it is cheap, are turn- 
ing the state's real estate market into 
gold country. They ar^ doing it by their 
vigorous borrowing and investing. This 
is having the ripple affect of upholding 
California's economy despite quintriple 
pressures of the worst inflation in the 
United States since World War II, 
Federal Reserve Board credit tightening 
controls, money market fund restraints 
and interest ceilings on savings cer- 
tificates and controls on credit cards, 
and the first federal constraints on con- 
sumer credit since the 1950s. 

The California real estate trust deed 
market has become so lucrative in the 
past several months because of credit 
tightening controls that the nation's 
$300 billion pension market has been 
taped, resulting in the heaviest flow of 
money in history into IRA and Keogh 
retirement accounts secured by 
California real property. 

People who buy homes now or take 
out an equity loan actually are paying 
less than they would have had to in 
the past, given the overall state of the 



nation's credit market and the 
compounding effect of the deprecia- 
tion of the dollar as compared to real 
simple interest. 

Strong evidence that consumers are 
keeping the state's economy on the 
upswing comes from reports of home 
resale activity in California which 
showed that housing resales were up 
and that the housing market was on a 
recovery trend from December 1979 
sales which showed that activity was 
down 16.4 percent from the month of 
November of 1979, and 18 percent 
from December 1978. 

Californians have been borrowing 
at record high levels while saving less 
of their incomes — a trend I feel will 
continue as they keep the economy 
on the plus side. 

There has been a heavy surge on 
loans for home remodeling due to the 
escalating prices of real estate because 
of inflation and high interest rates. 
Expenditures for remodeling have 
made home improvement a $41 billion 
a year business, and with remodeling, 
consumers know they are causing their 
property to appreciate. 

People who wish to borrow, 
especially at a time when interest 
rates are high, find that a less expen- 
sive and practical way of borrowing is 
to use the excess equity in their prop- 
erty. This excess equity, especially in 
Southern California, has multiplied in 
rate over the last few years. Most 
potential borrowers are not interested 
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in borrowing the maxinnum of the 
equity, but rather just enough to 
satisfy a specific purpose. In most 
cases, this still leaves a substantial 
equity after a loan is made. This 
substantial equity is what provides 
protection to the second trust deed 
lender or investor. 

Property values in Southern Cali- 
fornia over the past few years have 
increased at an annual rate of 20 to 
27 percent. 

As a result of the passage of Proposi- 
tion 2, mortgage broker arranged loans 
are now exempt from any interest rate 
restriction, allowing investors to earn a 
very competitive yield. This has 
resulted in very secure trust deed 
investments providing current yields of 
16 percent. 

Proposition 13, which also was 
approved by the voters in November 
of 1978, has emerged the first quarter 
of 1980 as playing a vital part in mak- 
ing second trust deeds more attractive 
and in turn stabilizing the economy. 
Homeowners who wish to upgrade or 
expand their current property now have 
to consider the tax impact of buying a 
more modern or larger home. 

There has been a 30 percent increase 
so far in 1980 of people deciding to 
modernize or expand rather than pay 
higher taxes with the purchase of 
another property. 

Due to the shortage of money by 
banks and savings and loans because 
of credit tightening moves by the 
Federal Reserve Board, the secondary 
mortgage market is an important 
reason that mortgage money con- 
tinues to be available in many parts 
of the country, including Southern 
California. 

Many lending officials assert that 
the secondary money market is the 
main reason there is still mortgage 
money available for second trust deed 
loans for existing homes and com- 
mercial property because traditional 
money sources are drying up. 

Between 1970 and 1977, secondary 
market sales of residential mortgages 
increased more than 10 times, from 
$3.8 billion, or 13 percent of all mort- 
gages, to S39.4 billion, or 24 percent. 
The most dramatic growth in the 
secondary loan market has occurred 
in the last three years, as inflation 
continued to climb. 

We have witnessed nearly a five- 
fold increase in loan demands even in 



the last three months because the 
savings and loan industry, the tradi- 
tional sources of home loans, are fall- 
ing victim to soaring interest rates 
and money controls by federal regu- 
lators. So far this year, almost a third 
of the S & L's are losing money and 
mortgage lending is at a standstill. 

If present interest rate levels per- 
sist, S & L's around the country stand 
to lose nearly $700 million for the 
1980 quarter and $3 billion or more 
for the whole year. 

Consumers are able to borrow and 
invest at a strong clip largely due to 
steady climbs in wages aimed at keep- 
ing up with inflation as employers 
struggle to maintain employees stand- 
ard of living and low unemployment. 

California's healthy job report 
followed by several days reports that 
the average price of a new home sold 
in the United States, excluding Cali- 
fornia, fell 1.6 percent in the final 
three months of 1979, the first quarter- 
ly drop in more than two years, showed 
signs the economy is rebounding. 

American Home Mortgage has exper- 
ienced a sharp 30 percent increase in 
homeowner and real estate loan 
demands since February when the firm 
announced it was earmarking more 
than $8 million for new residential and 
commercial property loans to help real 
estate owners saddled with fears of a 
recession and squeezed by the shortage 
of money by banks and savings and 
loans in the wake of Federal Reserve 
Board credit tightening moves aimed at 
curbing runaway inflation. 

We saw this as the first major 
impact on Southern California real 
estate stemming from evidence that 
the economy was much stronger than 
the Commerce Department predicted 
coupled with a recession which never 
materialized and a loosening of the 
supply of mortgage money due to the 
passage of Proposition 2, the usury 
law initiative, in November. 

This is going to have a major affect 
of bolstering the state's economy and 
is the first of an expected $25 billion 
we feel will be generated in mortgage 
loans in 1980 because of the passage 
of Proposition 2. It is a major shot in 
the arm for real estate property 
owners with equity capital who need 
funding for property improvements, 
new business ventures, condominium 
conversions, and for industrial, multi- 
family and commercial structures. ■

MASTERPIECES OF YESTERDAY AND 
TODAY ON DISPLAY TODAY 



A contemporary western arts exhibi- 
tion is housed at Newport Harbor Art 
Museum until the middle of June. The 
First Western States Biennial Exhibi- 
tion" features work from 28 of the 
West's most gifted artists, including 
four pioneers of American contem- 
porary art: Andrew Dasburg, Morris 
Graves, Helen Lundeberg, and Georgia 
O'Keeffe. According to Thomas Garver, 
former director of the museum, "The 
Biennial showcases art that is as richly 
varied as the geographical areas from 
which it comes. The works range in 
scale from a six-inch porcelain to a 
22-foot fiberglass sculpture, in style 
from trompe I'oeil realism to 
classic abstraction, and in medium 
from oil to photography."

Of the 104 artists 
nominated by the network of art auth- 
orities in the 13 representative states, 
28 were selected by the panel. 

The sponsors of this initial biennial 
effort. National Endowment for the 
Arts, Philip Morris Incorporated. Mis- 
sion Viejo Company, and the Dayton 
Hudson Foundation hope that future 



exhibitions will provide a continuing 
report to viewers on the developments 
and growth of art in the region. 

George Weissman, chairman and 
chief executive officer of Philip Morris 
Incorporated, said, 'Philip Morris' 
support of the arts is firmly embed- 
ded in the belief there is no greater 
dynamic creative force than the free 
artist. This exhibition — the first of 
what we hope will be a continuing 
series of exhibitions — offers a splen-

FEAR AND LOATHING ON THE NICKEL 



It's been said of infamous Rolling 
Slone journalist Hunter S. Thompson 
that "they broke the mold before he 
was born". After laughing through 
Where the Buffalo Roam — a film 
based loosely on his outrageous 
escapades — one can only heave a 
huge sigh of relief. After all. even one 
of him may be one too many. 

While the film version of Thompson 
Is hardly a character you'd want 
wandering loose in your neighbor- 
hood — he's the kind of guy who 
might chuck one of your kids in the 
microwave just to see what'll happen 
— he is a character whose absolute 
disregard for convention makes 
Where the Buffalo Roam a comedy 
worth your while. 

His story, which features Bill 
Murray of Saturday [Sight Live renown, 
is a bizarre, twisted little tale of the 
Ripley 's Believe It or Not genre. It's not 
as funny as it is absurd or different, 
but audiences point and cackle 
anyway at the spastic frenzy which 
consumes Thompson and his mutant 
lawyer. Karl Lazio (Peter Boyle). 

The film traces writer Thompson's 
exhausting odyssey as he becomes 
entangled in a self-woven web of 
madness while roaming the country 
on assignment for Blast magazine. 
Whether on the '72 Presidential cam- 
paign trail or at the Super Bowl, 
Thompson always manages to fall 
prey to Lazlo's detours just hours 
before deadline. 

What transpires during these fiascos 
Is a collection of some of the zaniest, 
most off-the-wall comic sequences 
around. Unfortunately, the episodes are 
weakly linked by screenwriter John 



Kaye. Sprinkled here and there like lost 
souls are ten minute sequences which 
are clearly eight minutes too long. The 
inevitable result is awkward pacing, 
which rapidly diminishes the film to 
little more than a series of vaguely 
connected vignettes. 

Regardless, the laughs among the 
lulls are generally worth the wait. 
Sure, they're cheap ones, but anyone 
who expects much more from Bill 
Murray is surely confusing him with 
someone else. Sophisticated he ain't, 
but humorous he often is. 

I personally relish the scene where 
Thompson's trained Doberman lunges 
and shreds the crotch on a Mixon 
effigy, but there are certainly many 
others from which to choose — 
everything from Thompson accosting 
a Red Cross nurse and drawing her 
blood with a dirty syringe to shooting 
machinery for being guilty only of 
performing its function. 

Where the Buffalo Roam is certainly 
no masterpiece, but it'll do for a 
harmless, irreverant 98 minutes 
in the dark. 

In capturing with true sensitivity a 
slice of life which few of us have ever 
confronted, Ralph (The Wattons) Waite 
and his film On the Nickel echo a cry 
for human dignity that most of us 
choose to ignore. When it's presented 
in a forum as forceful and moving as 
this, however, it's near impossible to 
turn away. 

The humble setting for Waite's 
story is Los Angeles' 5th Avenue (the 
Nickel), and the cast of characters is a 
motley brigade whose lives are as 
broken as bottles in the gutter — the 
winos, losers, and down-and-outers of 



Skid Row. 

Waite, who wrote, directed, produced 
and financed this labor of love, also 
stars as CO., a beleaguered boozer on 
the brink of emptying his last bottle. 
He's being sought out by Sam (Donald 
Moffat), a gentle, reformed alcoholic 
who longs for the camaraderie and 
companionship of a life and friend he 
left behind. 

For Sam, every waking moment Is 
consumed with the gnawing question of 
whether sobriety and self-respect are 
worth the struggle. He eventually 
journeys from his rented room in 
search of those who mean so much to 
him. What he finds is much more. A 
touching evening spent reminiscing 
with his tattered buddies in a parking 
lot inevitably frees him from choosing 
between "the Nickel" and a life we take 
for granted. The decision becomes 
obvious as the story unravels. 

The strength of On the Nickel lies 
primarily in Waite's sensitivity to a 
topic which is usually presented in a 
most superficial manner. Waite's 
careful presentation is complemented 
by an unusually gifted cast, not the 
least of whom are Donald Moffat and 
Penelope Allen. Moffat is enormously 
convincing as a long-time loser who 
chooses to quit taking it on the chin 
and Allen is nothing short of brilliant 
as Rose. 

Rose is a woman for whom life 
holds little promise, a woman who 
settles for Skid Row because she can 
do no better. Roaming the streets 
behind a pair of shopping carts con- 
taining her life's possessions, she is 
fragile yet wholly self-sufficient in a 
male-dominated subculture. For Rose, 
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comfort lies in being accepted on 
one's own terms. 

Through a delicate balance of humor 
and pathos, Waite's interpretation and 
message become obvious — that the 
unfortunates who fight life "on the 
Nickel " are people who deserve 
understanding rather than dehumaniz- 
ing torment. It's an interesting if 
somewhat idealistic approach. 

On the Nickel is an intensely per- 
sonal effort. It is by no means your 
typical Hollywood "struggle story" 
and therein lies much of its magic. 
Waite weaves his story with integrity 
and in refraining from judgmental 
overstatement succeeds in illustrating 
that love and beauty can flourish in 
the unlikeliest places.*

Sitting Ducks — Patrice Townsend, 
Henry Jaglon, Zack Norman, Michael 
Emil, Irene Forrest and Richard 
Romanus aren't exactly household 
names, but they soon may be. They all 
click in a comic caper which proves 
once again that big budgets and big 
names aren't essential for big laughs. 

The Black Stallion — It's been around 
for six months now, but it still contains 
the striking photography which 
separates the haves from the have nots. 
Cinematographer Keleb Deschanel 
scores a major success with his vivid 
photography, which is well worth the 
price of admission alone. The plot of 
boy meets horse is predictable but the 
kids love it. Its one of those rare films 
which truly offers something for 
everyone. Don't miss it.

LE BISTRO 

Recently I discovered a charming 
vest-pocket sized French restaurant 
that serves good food and has an at- 
mosphere. Even if you have not been 
to France, you might feel that you are 
sitting in one of the gentler, unhur- 
ried areas of the city and dining with 
those who appreciate fine food and 
casual surroundings. 

Le Bistro is a tiny restaurant that 
seats a maximum of 35 people inside 
a small, intimate room. The feeling is 
rather romantic with its glass-topped 
tables, flowers, soft lighting, ^nd ser- 
vice personnel dressed in serfii-formal 
attire. There seems to be a comfor- 
table morale among the staff and it 
carries over to the customer. Caring 
touches are seen and felt everywhere. 
Another option to dining inside is a 
patio with indoor-outdoor carpet 
underfoot and outdoorsy-style fur- 
nishings. This provides an opportuni- 
ty to enjoy an alfresco lunch or din- 
ner in the fresh air or under the even- 
ing stars. When coupled with the at- 
tentive amenities and good food 
dining at Le Bislro might be a 
highlight experience. 1 would classify 
Le Bislro as a neat but casual French 
Bistro exuding cordial ambience with 
food that borders on classical French. 

If the dining room is small, it is still 
gigantic in relation to the size of the 
kitchen. That the chef can provide such 
a measure of quality from so cramped 
a space is testimony to his dedication 
and ability. The restaurant is owned 



and run by Pierre Lorent and his 
brother, Julien, who is the master in 
the kitchen. Classics come forth such 
as Filet de Sole Veronique (a favorite of 
Frenchmen), Trout Amandine, Scallops 
Duglere (with a lovely white white, 
tomato & mushroom sauce), Ratatouille 
Gratinee, Veal Picatta, Boeuf Borde- 
laise, Pepper Steak and always on the 
dinner menu, Carre D'Agneau (Rack of 
Lamb). In addition to these dinner 
standards, Julien has several specials. 
You have choices from duck with 
Grand Marnier Sauce or Montmorency 
(with bing cherry sauce). Veal Cordon 
Bleu, Veal Julien (with a tangy mustard 
sauce), Tournedoes Rossini or Helder 
(with bearnaise), and there is always 
fresh fish. Three of their six dinner Hors 
d'Oeuvres are noteworthy and rise 
above the usual genre. The Mackerel in 
Vi/hite Wine Sauce is a cut above the 
ordinary, their cocktail shrimps are pre- 
pared with avocado, and the Escargot 
Chablisienne are as good as I've found 
anywhere. Four salads are offered, with 
a Spinach Salad that is made of the 
freshest and greenest leaves and a 
dressing that makes a statement. 

One recent evening our party tried 
many of the main dishes and we 
found the least distinguished to be 
the veal, a rather small portion and a 
sauce that needed a little more punc- 
tuation. However, the duck was 
tender, juicy and served with a true 
classic cherry sauce. The Scampi 
were plump and juicy. The usual 
French Desserts are in evidence such 
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as Mousse au Chocolat (good but not 
outstanding), Strawberries Romanoff 
(probably a better bet), and French 
Pastries (very good). However, if you 
want to finish off the evening in the 
best French tradition, have a 
generous wedge of Brie or Camem- 
bert cheese with fresh fruit. 

Another plus in dining at Le Bistro 
Is the wine selection. They have a 
very encompassing and well selected 
wine list with prices that are quite 
fair. You can choose California, 
French or German wines from some 
of the best and most representative 
vineyards and from select vintage 
years. In addition, they present a wine 
of the week which is a bargain (these 
are mostly California). 

Many of the menu items available for 
dinner also appear on the luncheon 
sheet and in addition there are 
Omelettes done just right — one is 
called the Hangover Omelette with 
crab, avocado and sour cream, and 
even if you don't have a hangover, do 
try it!

Orders are taken and filled at 
race driver speed for single, double or 
triple (1/4 lb., '/2 lb., or % lb.) ham- 
burgers with cheese and tomato on 
request. The beef is fresh daily and 
ever so juicy. At the counter you may 
also order fries (the small crispy 
kind), two sizes of salad, chili, 
desserts, drinks and even beer or 
wine. The chili is commendable and 
the soup of the day Is also made fresh 
dally. The salad bar (you pay for a 
large or small salad and build your 
own) features 18 fresh ingredients 
with four dressings all of quality 
caliber. One dressing that is most

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When it comes to hard liquor 
or soft evenings, everyone 
seems to have a favorite bar, 
saloon or watering hole. From gentle 
lights and soft music to loud rock and 
heads on beer there is a place for every 
taste. Along the beach, hundreds of 
Orange Countians spend a good part of 
the day lounging on swivel stools, swill- 
ing the local brew, and tasting a few of 
the barkeep s special concoctions. In an 
effort to keep its readers well informed 
of the variety and style of the local 
"joints", Orange Coast's dedicated staff 
has investigated and rated Orange 
County's "Beach Bars ". 

Below is an analysis of the coast- 
line s best spots to "tide one on". 

LACUNA BEACH 
The Towers (1555 S. Coast Hwy., 
497-4477) Located in the Sand and 
Surf Hotel, this quiet bar provided us 
with the opportunity to enjoy their 
specialty, mellow Cappucino and an 
ocean view that seems taken from a 
postcard. The bar is open between 
1 1 :00 and 2:00 a.m. and serves a var- 
iety of drinks. 

The Saloon (446 S. Coast Hwy., 
494-5469) This cozy little bar next 
door to Partner's Bistro and across 
the street from the Hotel Laguna has 
the best Cappucino in all of Orange 
County (they make their own mix). 
Because there are only three tables 



we moved to the stand-up bar and 
were greeted by an 80 year old 
bartender named Popo Galsini who 
still "serves em up strong " along with 
"Popo's Coffee " which is a secret mix- 
ture employing five liqueurs. 
Hotel Laguna (425 S. Coast Hwy., 
494-1151) Located on the sand, this 
hotel landmark in Laguna Beach 
offers a warm feeling as does the bar 
inside with its variety of drinks and 
food served during the day. The 
clientele is somewhat older than most 
bars (between 35 and 55) and as we 
sipped our drinks on the outdoor ter- 
race, with a lovely view of the ocean, 
we felt a certain sense of nostalgia 
that is refreshing when disco music 
becomes too loud. Live entertainment 
and dancing occurs between 8:30 pm 
and 1 ;30 am. 

Las Brisas (361 Cliff Drive. 497-5434) 
The picturesque Victor Hugo's 
restaurant has been turned into an 
elegant Mexican restaurant by the 
folks who own El Torito and re- 
opened under the name Las Brisas. 
The bar, which is beautifully decor- 
ated with ocean blue tiles and oak 
stand up counters, offers as its 
specialty 

peach margaritas which we found to 

be a "must". 

The White House (340 S. Coast Hwy., 
494-8088) Located just a "stone's 
throw " from the beach, we found the 



White House offering some of the best 
in entertainment. Though this is the 
oldest bar in town, it dates back to the 
1980s when it was know as "Bill s 
White House Cafe ", this watering hole 
is generally frequented by a younger 
crowd. 

El Lugar (213 Ocean Ave., 494-9763) 
Located 100 yards from the beach. El 
Lugar has an outdoor patio, which we 
always find attractive on warm, sum- 
mer evenings, and a custom, oak bar 
inside. Female bartenders serve up 
the drinks. 

CORONA DEL MAR 
The Quiet Woman (3224 E. Coast 
Hwy.. 640-7440) This very small and 
intimate bar is part of the larger 
restaurant which features homemade 
soups and salads, and char-broiled 
swordfish. During dinner hours there 
is an older clientele though as the 
evening progresses, a younger group 
replaces them. The entertainment 
varies nightly from rock, pop, disco, 
jazz and country. Open 1 1-2 am. 
Bernard's (3201 E. Coast Hwy.. 
675-7575) This classy, expensive bar is 
a lounge next to the restaurant of the 
same name and is located two blocks 
from the beach. The clientele here is 
older, in their 30s and up, and it is con- 
sidered a safe place for ladies alone, 
and wishing to remain that way, 
because there is no "hustling ".

NEWPORT BEACH 
The Chug-A-Mug (291 1 Newport Blvd., 
673-9850) This bar is indeed an exper- 
ience. Upon entering the dark, dingy 
establishment we were "greeted" by a 
gum-snapping barmaid. 

"Whadday want?" she asked. 

"Whaddaya got?" Valerie replied in 
her best "tough broad" voice, although 
she could barely be heard over the 
sound of the motorcycles revving in the 
background. We learned that what the 
Chug-A-Mug did have was beer and 
some domestic wine and sandwiches. 
The crowd inside is young, generally 
blue-collar males. The female popula- 
tion is sparse. 

Happy hour at the Chug-A-Mug is 
held from 4:30 to 6:30 pm each day. 
Regular hours are from 1 1 to 2 am 
daily. If you like blaring jukeboxes, 
pool and pinball, the Chug-A-Mug is 
your place. 

Eli Greene's Saloon (3110 Mewport 
Blvd., 675-2461) Decorated with movie 
nostalgia, Eli Greene s features nightly 
entertainment, currently starring Mike 
Patterson, a former member of the 
Righteous Brothers. Appealing to a 
"mixed" crowd aged 21-45, Eli Greene's 
caters to what we describe as the 
"yachting crowd", a group of upper- 
middle class family types. While visiting 



Eli Greene's Saloon, ask bartender 
Kevin Doran for his "dreamsicle ", a 
drink made of amaretto, orange juice, 
and vanilla ice cream. Eli Greene's 
Saloon is open from 10 to 2 am every 
day. Happy hour is held from 4 to 7 pm 
on Monday through Friday. Wednesday 
is the day for would-be musicians to sit 
in and jam with the entertainers. 
Malarkey's Irish Pub (301 1 Newport 
Blvd.. 675-2340) Almost directly 
across from Eli Greene's Saloon is 
Malarkey's Irish Pub. Here you are 
greeted at the door with a sign 
reading, "There are no strangers here, 
only friends we haven't met" and that 
is the feeling we received. 

Dart boards are set up and guests 
among this young, upper-middle class 
crowd often square off for a dart- 
throwing tournament. "We attract a 
lot of businessmen here," said 
bartender Mel Wild, "But we also 
attract dock workers. It"s a pretty mix- 
ed crowd. " Wild did admit that a lot 
of doctors from Hoag Memorial 
Hospital, located down the street, 
stop by after their shifts to meet 
friends and relax. Mellow music filters 
in through Malarkey's sound system, 
but it's sometimes turned off to allow 
the television set to air the latest 
sports or T.V. specials. Around the 
brass bar, 13 brands of beer, Irish cof- 



fee, and a variety of Irish whiskeys are 
served. Among the drinks recom- 
mended by our friendly bartender 
were a "kamakasi", consisting of 
vodka, and a splash of lime and triple 
sec and a "Hall and Tunnel" which 
consists of amaretto, grand marnier, 
gold tequila and triple sec. Thursday 
is Taco Night (alright, so it's not Irish, 
don't get riled).Malarkey's is open 
from 4 pm to 2 am Monday through 
Saturday and from 4 pm to midnight 
on Sunday. 

The Cannery (3010 Lafayette Ave., 
675-5777) Located down the street 
from Malarkey's, the Cannery really 
isn't known as a bar. In fact, it has earn- 
ed a fine reputation as one of the better 
restaurants in the area, but it just so 
happens that it also has a very good 
bar. Overlooking the harbor, the Can- 
nery features bands playing mostly 
light rock and country music. Hours are 
3 pm to 1:30 am, Monday through 
Thursday. 1 1 :30 to 1 :30 am Friday and 
Saturday, and from 9 pm to 1 :30 am 
on Sunday. 

Whisky Bill's (445 N. Newport Blvd., 
645-8570) A few blocks from both the 
bay and the beach, Whisky Bill's is a 
small place with room only for 52 
(legally). It is popular with the people 
who frequent it — doctors, lawyers, 
construction workers, etc. Three wed-

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dings have already taken place here; for 
sentimental reasons, no doubt. 
Although they have no live band, 
Whisky Bill's does feature Rick, an 
Italian bartender who has been tending 
bars since 1958 and calls himself a 
"dime store celebrity' . 
Muldoon's Irish Pub (202 Mewport 
Center Dr., 650-41 10) As the winner 
of NBC's survey of the best Irish Cof- 
fee in Orange County, Muldoon's is 
probably the only Mewport Beach bar 
to have won 2nd place nationally in 
the John Jameson Irish Whiskey con- 
test. In addition to having great Irish 
coffee designed to make everyone 
start wearing the green, Muldoon's 
has a warm, cozy atmosphere that 
caters to professional men and 
women. 

Cafe Metro (3505 Via Oporto, 
675-080 1 ) This small bar is one-half 
mile from the beach and is well- 
known for its 'rock and rollers " 
image with live rock bands offering a 
variety of new wave, punk, and pro- 
gressive music. 

Red Onion (2406 Newport Blvd., 
675-2244) The bar in this charming 
Mexican restaurant is located on the 
bay and has a live band every night at 
9 p.m. It's a very casual, intimate 
crowd so don't forget to use the 
password "Swordfish". 



Snug Harbor (517 30th St., 673-3170) 
Basically a small neighborhood bar and 
restaurant. Snug Harbor is frequented 
by shipbuilders and fishermen. Next 
door is the Stuffed T-Shirt restaurant 
with homemade soups and omelettes 
which are always good for hang-overs! 
The Beach Ball (21 16 W. Ocean 
Front, 673-5894) If your beach ball 
should happen to bounce in here, 
don't leave without at least one drink 
and a good song or two since a 
hootenanny atmosphere pervades this 
establishment. Only 30 feet from the 
beach, the Beach Ball has entertain- 
ment seven nights a week, featuring 
blue-grass and rock. There is no disco 
or jazz here. The manager describes 
his clientele as "working class heroes 
— everyday people", 

BALBOA 
The Studio Cafe (100 Main, 
675-7760) The Studio Cafe is well 
known among the musically inclined 
as the place where fine jazz musicians 
entertain the guests. Nightly enter- 
tainment is the primary draw and on 
Sunday there is a special brunch and 
jam session from 10 am to 2 pm. 
Most of the inhabitants of this par- 
ticular bar looked like they have just 
walked in off the beach and the 
studio cafe atmosphere fits right in, 



ocean view and all. Dark wood and 
numerous plants also add to the 
"natural " look. Among the house 
specialties are the ' Adios Mother", a 
combination of vodka, gin, triple sec, 
white creme de menthe, lemon juice, 
blue curacoa and soda: "Wedge", a 
mix of white tequila, gold tequila, 
orange curacoa. triple sec, lime juice, 
mai tai mix, and grenadine: 
"McPhae s Rainbow", a concoction 
made of amaretto, tia maria, orange 
juice, pineapple juice and cream; and 
finally " Scoop " which is made from 
amaretto, tia maria, ice cream, cream, 
and topped with whipped cream and 
cream de cacao. 

The Loft Bar (106 Main, 675-7560) 
Located above B,J, Grunt's Chicago 
Style Pizzeria, the Loft bar is decorated 
with wood, antiques and even a 
skylight. It features 18 imported wines 
and a wide variety of imported beers 
from such countries as Mexico, Ireland, 
Denmark, Australia, Canada, and 
Japan. The TV over the bar is tuned to 
sports events and specials when the 
crowd isn't listening to the rock and 
jazz music being piped in. The Loft Bar 
is open from 10:30 am to 1 1 pm Sun- 
day through Thursday, from 10:30 to 1 
am on Friday and Saturdays. 
Class of '47 (209 Palm, 675-5774) 
Down the road we were greeted by a

Class of '47. "Monday Night Football, 
Weenies 5 cents," read the marquee. As 
we walked in, the first thing we saw 
were two large paintings of nude 
women hung on the gold-veined, mir- 
rored wall. A red lamp was casting a 
pinkish glow on the room. Over in the 
corner, a dart game was in progress 
while early 50s and 60s music blared 
from the bar. Beer and wine seemed to 
be the thing to order in the Class of '47 
but unfortunately we felt uncomfortable 
sitting beneath those buxom women in 
the picture and soon left. 
The Balboa Saloon (700 E. Bay, 
673-9783) Down the block from the 
Class of '47 is the Balboa Saloon 
where darts is the name of the game. 
In fact, this saloon is practically 
devoted to the sport. A young beach 
crowd was gathered around the pool 
table. The main drinks seemed to be 
beer and wine. Sandwiches were also 
served along with the advertised 
specialty — "Pickled Eggs". 

"How would you describe the 
decor?" Valerie asked us. 

"Try early beer keg," one of us of- 
fered. 

Located in the Triangle Shopping 
Center, this bar features an almost 
"family-type" atmosphere. 'You can 
just imagine ail the customers getting 
together for a barbeque after the first 
round of drinking. Inside the rustic 
looking bar, a pinball machine 
clanged and shook while two guys 
wearing cowboy hats and t-shirts with 
beer slogans downed their drinks. 

COSTA MESA 
Alisio's South (1670 Newport Blvd., 
642-8293) Frequented largely by the 
executive set, this bar holds 120 and 
has a variety of special nights. A 
dance contest is held on Monday, 
Wednesday and Sunday nights; Ladies 
Night is on Wednesday; and Sunday 
is Jazz Night. Tony Bright, owner and 
entertainer, performs weekdays. 
Hours are from 10 to 2 am weekdays 
and from 5 pm to 2 am on weekends.

The only cover charge per person is 
a required food or drink item. People 
who frequent the Golden Bear range 
In age from 13-50.
